That's a frequently asked 
question in Virginia Tech 
athletics, and the answer 


leads all the way back to 1896 
when Virginia Agricultural and 
Mechanical College changed 
its name to Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute. With the change came 
the necessity for writing a new 
cheer, and a contest for that 
purpose was held by the student 
body. Senior OM, Stull woo frst 
prize for his "Hokie" yell which 
is stil used today. Later, when 
asked if "Hokie" had any special 
meaning, Stull explained the 
word was solely the product of 
his imagination and was used 
‘only as an _attention-getter 
for his yell It soon became a 
nickname for all Virginia Tech 
teams and those people loyal 
to Tech athletics. The official 
‘schaol colors —Chicago maroon 
land burnt orange—also were 
introduced in 1896. They were 
chosen because they made a 
unique combination” not wom 
‘elsewhere at the time.

ESPN's Callege GameDay has had no greater connection to a university than Virginia Tech. Former Tech head coach 
Frank Beamer was an early supporter of the production and the Hokie Nation helped elevate the show to new heights as 
thousands would show up and make noise during the broadcast. Among the top moments between College GameDay 
and Virginia Tech include the show's two visits to Blacksburg in 1999 and its broadcast ahead of the first game in Lane 
‘Stadium following the April 16 tragedy between the Hokies and East Carolina on Sept. 1, 2007. The weekly traveling 
road show has been an site for 11 Virginia Tech games since 1999 and has visited Blacksburg six times,

PRACTICE FACILITY 


The Beamer-Lawson Indoor Practice Facility 
fits in perfectly with the other buildings on 
‘the university's sprawling campus—from its 
color to its design features to its architectural 
touches. The facilily was built by Hokies, for 
Hokies and paid for by Hokies. 

The facility, buit by WM. Jordan 
Company—a company whose CEO is John 
Lawson, a 1975 graduate of Tech—cost 
$21.3 million and was finished in the summer 
‘of 2016. It possesses all the features betiting 
cof a nationally recognized football program, 
hile also being flexible enough to help certain 
Olympic sports 

In 2018, the facility was named the Beamer- 
Lawson Indoor Practice Facility in honor of 
Lawson and former Virginia Tech student- 
athlete and head coach Frank Beamer. 

Tech's facility is 210 feet wide and 400 feet 
long, wth an artificial surface installed by Shaw 
Sports Turf. The synthetic turf is fast, frm and 
dense. The height from the playing surface to 
the bottom of the steel ceiling trusses is more 
than 86 feet at its apex, thus allowing plenty 
of room for punting and kicking Its’ eight-foot 
padded walls, wide sidelines, full scoreboard 
and 40-second clocks on each end allow 
the football program to hold a full-contact 
serimmage. 

In addition, the facility features garage-type 
doors, which open quickly and allow the players 
‘to move rapidly from the outdoor practice field 
into the indoor faci in the event of inclement 
weather. Tech's staf, though, uses the faclity 
‘more than just when the weather turns ugly 

The facility also features a video platform that 
runs the entire length of the field, Three doors 
at separate locations lead out to observation 
decks to allow the video staff to film the 
portions of practice being held outdoors. 

WM. Jordan handled most of the 
construction responsibilties for the facility, 
but HKS Architects designed the facility, and 
the architectural and design features of the 
building defintely give ita Vieginia Tech feel. it 
possesses maroon trim and Hokie stone on the 
bases of each support column. The archway 
entrance resembles that at Lane Stadium. 

Pus, the university's.» core 
values—brothethood, honor, leadership, 
sactfice, service, loyalty, duty and Ut 
Prosim—have been etched along the bases of 
‘the columns.

was also made possible thanks to the generosity of Steve Johnson into a dynamic training area to meet the current and future needs 


of the program. This $4.5 millon renovation and expansion project 
nearly doubled the functional workout space of the facility located 
in the Mertyman Center, increasing the total square footage from 
approximatoly 6,800 squate feet to over 12,500 square feet 

Tho reimagined design of the strength and conditioning area takes 
better advantage of every inch of this expanded space. A custom 
designed 24-rack systom by Sorinex highlights the strength and 
Conditioning center, which is filled with natural light from floor-to- 
celling glass that offers a panoramic view of the Stove Johnson 
Practice Fields and the Beamor-Lawson Practice Faclty. A unique 
and expansive folding glass door allows direct access to the outdoor 
training area and practice folds for large groups of student-athlotes, 
In addition, a builtin artificial turf surface (complete with hashmarks) 
provides a perfect area for agility taining. 


The relocation of the strength and conditioning offices presented an 
‘opportunity to create a smartly conceived refueling station operated by 
the Tech sports nutrition staf, marking another much-needed addition 
to the football training area. With plenty of space for a team of dieticians 
and sports nutrition staffers to prepare custom recovery shakes and 
healthy snacks, this area also features multiple refrigeration units for 
storage, as well as easy-access fridges for student-athletes to grab 
food to go. Another custom cooler is constantly filed with various 
recovery beverages and plenty of bottled water.

The 33 families who have sent multiple 
siblings to play football for the Hokies have plaques installed, as well 
as the 26 fathers who have had one or more sons follow their football 
path to Blacksburg. In addition, several uncle-nephew relationships are 
‘commemorated with plaques on the Petrine Plaza 

"We have bath enjoyed watching so many of these families proudly 
represent Vieginia Tech over the years," the Petrines said. "While 
many of these families are household names among Hokie Nation, 
we wanted to find a way to permanently recognize all of the football 
family elationships that have been so prevalent within the program. We 
couldn't be more pleased with the look and feel ofthe project. We hope 
that all of these families can come to Petrine Plaza and share many 
{great memories oftheir time playing at Virginia Tech. And of course, we 
look forward to many more young men following in the footsteps oftheir 
fathers, brothers and uncles in the years to come. Go Hokies!" 


Patrine Plaza dacuments the legacy of family members following their 
relatives to play football at Tech dating back to the late 1950s when Joe 
‘Moss lettered for the Hokias. He would send sons Andrew and Bily to 
play in Blacksburg in the 1990s. During the 1960s, Tech lettermen Ken 
Barefoot, Frank Beamer, Ken Edwards, Scott Hawkins and Lenny Smith 
all played in Lane Stadium and would later watch one or more of their 
sons do the same. 

“More recently, apairof Tech football families have made the'r almamater 
proud by achioving several notable fists. The Fuller brothers— Vinnie, 
Kyle, Corey and Kendall—became the fist four siblings to al play for the 
‘same university and all be selected in the NFL Draft. In 2018, Tremaine 
and Terrell Edmunds also made history, becoming the first pair of 
brothers to be picked inthe frst round of the same NFL Draft. Their path 
to Blacksburg was paved by eldest brother, Trey, who lke his younger 
siblings, is also on an NFL roster heading into the 2021 season, 

The family tradition of brothers following brothers to Blacksburg is also 
alive and well on Tech's 2021 raster under the direction of head coach 
Justin Fuente, Current TE Nick Gallo is the younger brother of Eric, who 
lettered from 2014-17, while DB Jalen Stroman is the younger sibling 
of current Washington NFL DB Greg Stroman (2014-17 letterman). 

Inaddition, two sets of brothers are presently on Tech's raster. Junior 
LB Dax Holifeld paved the way for freshman TE Jack Holifeld to join 
the Hokies. Meanwhile, twin brothers Jayden and Jorden McDonald are 
‘on campus preparing for their initial season at Virginia Tech,

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STUDENT-ATHLETE 
PERFORMANCE CENTER 


The nearly $20 million Student-Athlete Performance Center 
replaced the old Bowman Room on the fourth floor of the Jamerson 
Aihletics Center and serves as the primary space for the sports 
‘utrtion staf to meet the nutrition needs of student-athletes from all 
22 of Virginia Tech's varsity sports. 

With more than 25,000 square feet of space, the SAPC: provides 
constant nutrition for Tech student-athletes and wonderful event 
space for other activities. The renovation project came about 
primarily as a result of the generosity of an alumni couple who made 
{an anonymous $15.2 million gift—the largest gift ever to Virginia 
Tech Athletics. 

The SAPC includes a full-service kitchen that allows for the 
preparation of meals for student-athletes and a large dining space 
for them that features panoramic views of Lane Stadium and the 
Beamer-Lawson Practice Facility. A balcony on the outer edge of the 
Center overlooks the Steve Johnson Practice Fields. 

“Between school, study hall, training, practice or lifting and 
meals, to have a facility lke this that's located right in the middle 
of all of those things | think only enhances the efficiency of 
their day,” head coach Justin Fuente said of the impact that 
the SAPC makes on his student-athletes. “Obviously, for our 
program, development is a huge part of what we're trying to do, 
‘and what you feed your body is a huge part of our players and 
their development.” 


The center alsa allows for donor hospitality events before games, 
particularly basketball games. A large hallway leads directly from 
the center to the concourse of Cassell Coliseum. In addition, 
Tech's coaches expect to use the center for recruiting events, team, 
gatherings, and other student-athlete development events.

The Sports Medicine Department at Virginia Tech continues to 
evolve, incorporating new ideas by utilizing state-of-the-art resources 
for the betterment of all Hokie student-athletes. Under the leadership 
of Associate Athletics Director for Sports Medicine Mike Goforth, the 
department is constantly improving and developing new strategies to 
provide the most current and comprehensive cae. 

Dr. Mark Rogers serves as Tech's Chief Medical Officer in 
accardance with NCAA requirements. According to legislation 
passed at the 2016 NCAA Convention, each member institution must 
designate a health care administrator to oversee the school's health 
‘care administration and delivery. 

The team of certified athletic trainers, orthopaedic surgeons, 
Board Certified primary cate sports medicine physicians from The 
Edward Via College of Osteopathic Medicine (VCOM)—Virginia 
Campus, physical therapists, brace consultants, sport psychologists, 
nutritionists and massage therapists are avaiable on site to manage 
the health care needs of Virginia Tech's student-athletes. 

Following the 12th full yar in the 4,300-square-foot Eddie Ferrell 
Memorial Training Room, the space was expanded in 2013 to create a 
facility that unites the training and medical staffs in a centralized area 
to cate for the needs of al Virginia Tech student-athletes. 


STAFF 
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Tech now has more than 10,000 square feet dedicated to sports 
medicine, placing it in the top five percent nationally. The addition of 
the rehabilitation area makes Tech the first school to install the new 
Pavi Gym Customized flooring and X-Lab Fitness Rack, while also 
adding numerous pieces of equipment to address strength, flexbilty, 
proprioception, and cardiovascular endurance. This space is directly 
joined with the new training area that is home to dozens of training 
tables, two cold tubs, whirlpools, an underwater treadmill, and a 
Biodex Balance System. 

{Avital part of student-athlete medical services is access to Carlion 
Clinic and its vast array of specialty services offered through the 
nationally recognized hospital system and its affates.

“The Virginia Tech Helmet Lab, founded by Duma and now run by 
associate professor of biomedical engineering and mechanics Steve 
Rowson, has since expanded the five-star rating system to cover 
an even broader poo! of athletes: the group now rates protective 
headgear for hockey, soccer, cycling, and youth football, in addition 
to varsity football 


+ The work has shifted the way consumers purchase helmets and given 
companies a new tool to inform safety-conscious design; in fact, 
ratings for football and hockey helmets have improved dramatically 
since the system's introduction.

Bruce Smith, “The Sack Man” of Virginia Tech footbal, capped his 
sensational college career in 1984 by winning the Outland Trophy 
‘as Amorica’s top lineman. 
The big announcement was made by Wilt Browning at a pros 
luncheon in Tech's Bowman Room. Browning, a sports columnist 
‘of The Greensboro Daily News and a committee member of the 
Football Writers’ Association of America, began by reading a long 
list of former Outland Trophy winners. He then said, 
“Add to that ist today, the 1884 winner — 
Bruce Smith of Virginia Tech.” 
“The one thing though, that stuck in my 
rind was the statistic on his tackles 
{or losses,” Browning said. "in four 
years at Virginia Tech, he accounted 
for losses totaling more than five 
times the longth ofa football fold 
(604 yards).

Timothy D. Sands is the 16th president of Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute and State University, joining the university in June of 2014, A. 
scientist, educator, and inventor, he has dedicated much of his career 
to advancing the impact of research and innovation in public education, 
‘As president, he has engaged the university community in a visionary 
plan to advance Virginia Tech's role as a global land-grant institution, 
Confronting the commonwealth’s, the country's, and the world’s most 
challenging problems. The initiative, called "Beyond Boundaries," seeks 
to define Virginia Tech’s role a generation into the future and align the 
educational experience with the needs and opportunities that wil be 
created by changing world economies and the evolving landscape of 
higher education 

In collaboration with the provost and academic leadership, President 
Sands has initiated foundational projects across the university to align 
Virginia Tech's trajectory with the Beyond Boundaries vision.

Veginia Tech Athletics started a new era when Whit Babcock was formally 
named Virginia Tech's director of athletics on Jan. 24, 2014, The Harrisonburg, 
Virgina native came back to the state folowing stints at Cincinnat, Missour, 
West Vginia, Auburn and James Madison, 

[Babcock continues to maks his mark on al facets ofthe athletics department, 
from academic and athlstic accomplishment to fan engagement and facities 
improvement, as well as fundraising and successful coaching hires. 

‘During the 2020-21 academic year Babcock helped guide Tech Athletice 
through one of the most turbulent times in the modem history of college 
athletics as the COVID-19 pandemic impacted lves, families and economias 
‘cross the globe. Despite the unprecedented challenges, through the collective 
perseverance of Tech's coaches, student-athletes and staff, the Hokios 
produced some ofthe most impressive collective results in schoo! history. 

In the classroom, 16 of Tech's teams registered a collactive 3.0 or better team 
{GPA during both the falland spring semesters mn 2020-21..On the court, Virginia 
Tech's men's and women's basketbal teams both made the NCAA Tournament 
in the same season forthe frst tma in school history. Men's basketball coach

Tech's women's gol coach Caral 
Robertson continued leading her team to new heights as the Hokies qualfied 
forthe third round ofthe NCAAA Tournament in 2021 forthe frst time m program 
history. Tech's wrasting team under the draction of Tony Rabie also continued 
its streak of NCAA Tournament appearances. The men's soccer program led by 
"Mike Brizendine qualfed for NCAA postseason competition forthe fith straight 
year as standout performer Daniel Perera made history asthe school's first No, 
4 overall pickin the Major League Soccer Draft 

(On the football feld, head coach Justin Fuente and the Hokies reclaimed 
the Commonwealth Cup and firished the season on a postive note with a 
convincing 32-18 victory o end the season vs, Virginia. The Hokies boasted 
a pair of first-round NFL Draft picks for the second time in four years in CB 
Caleb Farley and T Christian Darsaw, while a foal of four Tech players were 
selected in the 2021 NFL Dra Tech's baseball squad under the drecton of 
John Sze returned to the fed ater having ther 2020 season truncated. The 
Hokies enjoyed enthusiastic crowds as Tech retumed to the national rankings 
land fnished the year with 27 victories.

The futur is also brighton saveral othe fronts in Blacksburg under Babcock 
guidance. In conjunction with Virgina Tach President Dr. Tim Sands and other 
Campus officials, Tech Athletics launched the Reach For Excellence Campaign 
in Apfl 2021. This $400 mon fundraising campaign secks to help propel 
Tech Athiatics sports tothe forefront ofthe Aantic Coast Conference, prepare 
generations of student-athletes for success in life, and raise the university's 
poole nationwide. 

Several major construction projects were also finalized during the 2020- 
21 academic year. Thanks to.a $16.2 millon git, Tech's Student-Athlete 
Performance Center was completed and went online serving meals on a daily 
basis to student-athletes. This mutiple-purpose space permits Tech's sports 
nutrition staff to provide a vanety of menu options to athlets in all 22 sports. 
The venue wil also be used for donor hospitality before football and basketball 
games, ecruting and a mytia of other functions 

In addition, a $4.5 milion renovation and expansion of the football strength 
and conditioning center was completed. The project nearly doubled the 
functional workout space of the facity located in the Merryman Canter to over 
12,800 square fest A custormdesigned, 24-rack aystom by Sorinat serves 
as the centerpiece of the strength and performance area that features al-now 
tequipment, weights and other high-performance traning gear. 

The student-athlote expenence is always atthe forefront of Babcock’s mind 
and he played an integral role in securing 176 residence spaces for student- 
athletes with an interest in interdsciplinary creation and entrepreneurship 
in the Creatvity and Innovation District Residence Hall, which is slated to 
‘pen this fal. This $108.5 milion project on the Virginia Tech campus will 
encompass 200,000 square fest and feature total of 596 beds, as well as 
facademio, research and collaboration space. 

Tech's extemal operations unt was recognized for its creativity during a year 
filed with unprecedented challenges in 2020-21. Tech won Paciolan's Star 
Of the Year for Innovative Revenue Generation Programs, while the Athletics 
marketing squad was one of sx finalists for NACMA's Marketing Team of the 
Year. Meanwhile, Tech's Learfelc/IMG Ticketing Solutions team won NACMA\ 
Pray ofthe Year for orchestrating virtual sellout of Lane Stacium last fal

‘Among the many notable athletic accomplishments during the 2019-20 
academic year, Tech's women's indoor track squad won its thrd ACC. indoor 
tile and its frst since winning back-to-back tiles in 2007-08. The Tech's men's 
rose country equad qualified forthe NCAA Championships, led by Petar Sauer, 
‘who claimed the ACC Men's Cross County tile forthe second consecutive 
season, He finished fourth at the NCAA Championships, the best-over fishin 
the men's distance program's history. Chugger Adai’s women's soccer squad 
made the NCAA Toumament for tha second consecutive season, while Tech's 
‘wresting program ascended to No, 3 in the national ankings. 

‘There ware also an abundance of accolades forthe Hokies in 2018-19. Robie 
teamed 2019 ACC Coach of the Year honors folowing a third straight top 
10 NCAA Wresting finish after posting back-to-back ACC ties. The men's 
track and field program won both indoor and outdoor ACC championships, 
wile the softball squad eared the ACC Coastal tite, a No. 1 seed in the 
ACC toumament and the program's first NCAA tournament berth since 2015 
‘as D’Amaur eared ACC Coach of the Year honors. The men's and women's 
soccer programs each advanced to the NCAA tournament, while the women's 
got program and cross county also qualfid for NCAA postseason competition. 
Mekhi Lewis won Tech's frst individual NCAA ttle in viresting at 168 pounds, 
wile Amanda Holandeworth became th frst Tech women’s golfer to advance 
to the championship round of the NCAA tourament and qualified for the U.S. 
Women’s Open. 

Babcock has received national recognition for his work at Vignia Tach. In 
June 2020, Stadium named him the No. ® athletic rector inthe country. Dung 
the 2017-18 academic year, Babcock was named one of four FBS recipients of 
the Under Armour AD of tho Year. The previous year, Babcock was one of ve 
finalists for the AD ofthe Year hance handed out by SportsBusiness Joumal and 
SportsBusiness Daly 

Babcock and fis team spent several years laying the groundwork for the 
launch of the ACC Network in August 2019. Those preparations included 
the completion of control rooms, engineering and office space in the south 
tend zone of Lane Stadium with plans for studio space on the west side of 
the stadium facing Beamer Way. In addition to approximately $10 millon in 
infrastructure, the Hokies are also making significant investments in equipment 
land human resources to showcase Techs athletic programs, the campus and 
ite people inthe best possibieight. 

In the spring of 2018, the athletics department concluded an $18 milion 
renovation of English Field at Atlantic Union Bank Parkin large part cause 
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of $3.5 milion donation from Atlantic Union Bank secured by Babcock —and 
the conclusion of an $18 milion projec that resuited inthe construction of a 
softball bating facility and the conversion of Rector Field House into a home 
for the Hokios' track and field programs. Major upgrades at the Burrows: 
Burleson Tennis Center have also been completed 

In December of 2016, Babcock implemented a “Drive for 28" campaign 
designed to increase membership inthe Hokie Club to 26,000 members. He 
tabbed Hall of Fame football coach Frank Beamerto serve asthe spokesperson 
{or the campaign, which helps raise the nancial resources to provide Virginia 
Tech student-athletes with the opportunities to continue their success in the 
classroom, in compatition and in tha community. The inate has increased 
‘membership from 9,000 members to a figure appreaching 20,000 members 
as of July 2021 

Babcock arrived in Blacksburg following two-and-a-half yoars as the director 
of athletics at the University of Cincinnati and five years at the University of 
Missouri, where he served as the executive assaciata dractor of athletic. 
His background in fundraising, marketing, promotions, cket sales, icensing 
and multimedia partnerships were key attributes in support of his hiring. In his 
introductory press conferance at Virginia Tech, Babcock cited throe guiding 
Principles for his vision forthe athletics departments future: commitment to 
Comprehensive excellence, centering the department's focus on the student 
athlete experience and engaging the community. 

Babcock served as a member of the NACDA Executive Committee 
{for 2020-21 academic year and continues to serve as a member of the 
NCAA Football Oversight Committee through 2021. He is also an active 
mentor as part of @ project established by National Coalition for Minority 
Football Coaches. This program pairs influential athletic directors with 
minority football coaches. Babcock is past presidant of the National 
‘Association of Athletic Development Directors (NAADD). He served as 
the President/Chsirman of the ACC Athletic Directors in 2019-20 and 
Continues to serve as AD representative on ACCN Advisory Committee 
to ESPN,

at James Madison University and served as team captain his senior year. He 
famed his bachelor’s degree from JMU in 1992.

These two contro 
rooms have the abiliy to allow HokieVision—the athletics department's 
video slafl—to produce simultaneously lve Virginia Tech sporting events for 
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the ESPN networks, including the new linear ACC Network set to launch in 
‘August 2019. In addition, the cooms can be used to produce AGC Network 
Extra digital broadcasts The first linear television broadcast produced out of the 
south end zone was a Virginia Tech baseball game against Boston College on 
May 6, 2019,
